2. The obviousness rejections of claims 1-9 and 12-15 were reversed by the BPAI decision 
mailed 1 1/23/09 and thus the obviousness rejections of claims 1-9 and 12-15 have been 
withdrawn as necessitated by the decision and are in condition for allowance. 

3. The obviousness rejections of claims 10, 11, and 16-35 were affirmed by the BPAI 
decision mailed 1 1/23/09 and thus claims 10, 11, and 16-35 have been cancelled as shown below 
in the Examiner's Amendment Section.
